The applicant's arguments made in the After Final amendment filed on 25-March-2005 have been fully considered but are not deemed 
persuasive: 

In response to the applicant's arguments regarding "decrypting a second BIOS area to recover a second segment of BIOS code", the 
arguments have been fully considered but are not deemed persuasive, because England et al teaches "recovery" after "encryption" in 
column 18. lines 18-36. Furthermore, Reardon teaches the "recovery of encrypted files" in column 9, lines 9-46. 

In response to the applicant's arguments that "there is no motivation or suggestion for the combination key being used to decrypt a 
second BIOS area", the arguments have been fully considered but are not deemed persuasive because the recitation "combination key 
being used to decrypt a second BIOS area" is not recited In the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the 
specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 
(Fed. Cir. 1993). 

Independent claims 12,. 15, and 19, recite "combining a first incoming keying material with a second keying material internally stored" 
and "decrypting a second BIOS area to recover a second segment of BIOS code" as two separate steps (separated by the word 'and'.) 
There is no indication in any of the abve referenced claims necessitating or suggesting that the "produced combination key" is used to 
"decrypt a second BIOS area" as suggested by the applicant's arguments. 
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
